The people of the British Empire have 
mach reason to be thankful that the ex- 
ecutive power of the United States is at 
present. vested in men who are war- 
avoiding, sane gad careful makers of 
foreign policy. They are not liable to 
paroxyisms of irresponsibility such as 
some of their predecessors suffered from, 
The news-that American merchant ehips 
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British marines, and German reservists 
bound for hostilities in the China Sea 
have been removéd, indicates how neut- 
ral vessels, even those of United States 
registration, may be affected by the war. 
One ofttlie causes of the War of 1812 
with the United States was ‘the search- 
ing of United States vessels on the high 
sens for deserters. The Presidint and 
his colleagues at) Washington are not 
quarrel-creaters, going about with chips 
Yon their-shoulders. ‘The -earnest desire 
Jof Britain to do nothing that would 
offend the good feeling of the United 
States has been patent from the ontset 
and it has been’ possible to deal with 
Washington diplomats on «a frank and 
agreeable basis. ‘The injunctions of 
President Wilson to- the official service 
and the people at large to observe strict 
néutrality, and his patience- in foreign 
affairs, as-exemplified in his Mexican 
policy, both stamp him as thé type -of 
man Britain can deal with most. under- 
standingly in the present trying cireum- 
stances. Under President Wilson> the 
United States is not likely to diverge far 
from the path of caution and good sense,
